Fills Requirements 

A copy of a letter dated April 
11, 1963, was received from Mr. 
Worthen H. Taylor, Chief Sani¬ 
tary Engineer of the Division of 
Sanitary Engineering, informing 
us that, at the time of inspection 
of the municipal disposal area, 
during a period of high water 
level, it was found to be operat¬ 
ing satisfactorily. , 

No loose papers or other debris 
were observed. There was water 
standing in certain areas of the 
dump but materials were being- 
compacted and covered. He fur¬ 
ther said that there was no op¬ 
portunity for escape of contents 
of the dump to the Connecticut 
River or to its tributaries. 

This inspection was requested 
by Mr. Fred Emerson who has 
been a controversial figure re¬ 
garding dumping facilities in 
town. 

Periodic inspections by the lo¬ 
cal authorities are being conduct¬ 
ed and to this date no complaints 
have been received by the Board 
of Selectmen from either the De¬ 
partment of Public Health or the 
Department of Public Works.

To see the town on an afternoon in the nineties, we will hire a 
horse and buggy from Mr. Rice’s stable on Elm Street. I’m sure he 
will rent us one if we promise not to abuse the horse. 

The houses along the tree shaded street have their front yards 
protected by fences, picket or flat-topped. Protected from what? 
Why, cows! Every day Mr. E. K. Bodurtha’s large drive of cows 
must be driven along the street to their pasture on the hill. Mr. 
Rice’s two or three cows will go along with them and Harry Hast¬ 
ings will be seen leading his father’s Jersey cow. Harry riding a 
wheel and reading a book at the same-time. 

We drive up the hill, stopping on the thank-you-mnrm to rest 
the horse. We see factory pond where the boys fish all summer 
long for perch, pickerel and pumpkin seeds, dropping in for a swim 
now and then. Girls don’t go swimming or fishing either. 

We wind along Mill Street past the great oak in the bend of 
the road. We could drive through the woods if we wished to go to 
Springfield but we will take the left anc^ drive to the Grist Mill at 
the end of Grist Mill Pond. Here the farmers come to have corn 
ground to feed their pigs. There is also a saw mill in the building. 

Perhaps we will see the stage on its ways from Feeding Hills to 
carry the mail to Springfield. The stage is a two seated carriage 
or carry-all. In the early nineties the fare was 75 cents for a round 
trip but competition from Rice’s Express brought the price down to 
40 cents. Perhaps we will see Dr. Hastings on his daily drive to 
Agawam Center. If people in the Center want a doctor they either 
hitch up a horse and drive to his house for him or someone sits by 
the window and hails him as he drives by on his daily trip. 

As we come around the corner on Silver Street, we see S. S. 
Bodurtha’s new barn. To celebrate the completion of the large 
structure which will house his fine herd, the Ladies Aid held an ice 
cream social in it. The barn was gaily decorated with Japanese 
lanterns and music was furnished by young men of the town who 
had formed a band. 

We hurry along now so as to have time to visit Riverside. We 
turn into a lane next to Mr. Davis’s house and drive down toward a 
grove of trees. There is a turnstile gate by which we must enter 
so we hitch the horse under the trees, pay our fare and amuse our¬ 
selves on the swings and in the pavillion. If it is a Sunday School 
picnic we may have a ride on the Sylvia, going under the South End 
Bridge, the Old Toll Bridge and North End Bridge, thrilled to be the 
ones looking up from the boat instead of down from the bridge. 

As we drive back up Main Street, we may see the Misses 
Blanche and Fanny Bodurtha riding their wheels. They will be 
wearing circular skirts, stripc-d shirt waists with leg-0-mutton 
sleeves and high shoes. Mrs. Rollinson, who is a little more daring, 
wears full, pleated navy-blue bloomers which come below the knee. 
They all wear little sailor hats. 

We pass the school grounds where the 4th of July picnics are 
held, remembering the bicycle races and fireworks. We will not 
have time to drive to see the covered Bridge over the Agawam. If it 
is the last year of the nineties that bridge is gone. The new one 
being built will allow the trollies to cross into Agawam, thus ending 
the story of the ‘Gay Nineties’ and beginning a new era.

reassuring to know our chances 
of survival are high if we run 
into a cannibal unexpectedly, the 
reason for the thumbs down atti¬ 
tude is less encouraging.

DDT (dichloro-diphenyl-trich- 
loroethane) is a widely used in¬ 
secticide. It has, along with other 
chemical pesticides, been the 
subject of widespread controvei-- 
sy...not only because of the po¬ 
tential danger to humans from 
continuous consumption, but be¬ 
cause of the damage to birds, fish 
and other forms of wildlife. A 
few more years of reckless spray¬ 
ing of the pesticides now in use 
and the people of this country 
will not have to worry about 
getting old and “medicare” will 
be just a dream.

The 35th annual state conven- j 
tion held over the past weekend ' 
at Swampscott is now a matter of 
past events. The report of the 
Mass. Lions Eye Research indi¬ 
cated that $82,000 was provided 
for six research programs during 
the year, and it was concluded by 
this statement: “As long as there 
is a person, who, for whatever 
reason, does not now have his 
sight, the Lions of Massachusetts 
must continue their search for 
support of eye research program 
to help in relieving the suffering 
of those who must walk in dark¬ 
ness.” 

Closer to home, the report of 
the Orthoptic Clinic of Western 
Mass, located in Springfield, re¬ 
vealed that during the past 11 
years 2229 patients were pro¬ 
cessed with a total of 18,628 
visits, and $48,550 was contribut¬ 
ed by Conn. Valley Lions. In 
their report they note: “Children 
seldom complain about poor vi¬ 
sion because they don’t know how 
well they should see. People 
should know the symptoms of eye 
trouble or make arrangements 
with the proper persons for pro¬ 
fessional attention.. If you ob¬ 
serve a child with any of the fol¬ 
lowing symptoms, it is up to you 
to have the proper steps taken to 
correct such faults before it is 
too late: 

1. Rubs eyes often; 2. Blinks 
more than usual; 3. Frowns; 4. 
Shuts or covers one eye; 5. Has 
difficulty reading or doing close 
work; 6. Has inflamed eyes; 7. 
Red-rimmed or swollen lids; 8. 
Crossed eyes.
